In other words, we are seeing a 
continuation of the ‘struggle 
between the Hamiltonian and the

Congress has reacted to the re-

the House Judiciary Committee to 
investigate these recent decisions, 
especially as they limited power of 
Congressional investigating com- 
mittees, weakened the laws against 
subversives, and made enforce- 
ment of criminal laws more diffi- 
eult. It appears that at least one 
of the proposals, which would 
safeguard the files of the F. B. 
L, will be approved during this 
session of Congress.
